To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Freedom,  N.  H, 
in  the  County  of  Carroll  in  the  said  State,  qualified  to 
vote  in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in 
said  Town  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  March,  next  at 
nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars  to  defray  town  charges  con- 
sisting of  town  officers'  salaries,  town  officers'  expenses, 
election  and  registration,  town  hall  expenses  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  same.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Freedom : 

During  the  school  year  1953-54  the  teachers  in 
the  Freedom  School  were  Mrs.  Ethel  Ramsdell,  Grades 
1-4,  and  Mr.  Edmund  Weston,  Grades  5-8.  Due  to  the 
competent  work  of  these  teachers  there  was  a  marked 
degree  of  improvement  in  the  morale  of  the  pupils  and 
their  accomplishment.  Mrs.  Ramsdell  and  Mr.  Weston 
are  continuing  their  work  in  the  school  during  the 
current  year.  Mrs.  Ramsdell  attended  summer  school 
at  Plymouth  Teachers'  College  during  the  past  summer. 

Last  year  the  total  enrollment  in  the  Freedom 
School  was  43,  with  an  average  daily  membership  of 
40.5.  There  is  little  change  in  the  number  of  pupils 
for  the  current  year.  At  Kennett  High  School  15  Free- 
dom pupils  are  enrolled,  and  one  each  at  Brewster 
Academy  and  Fryeburg  Academy  (1953-54).  Tuition 
cost  is  $270.00  per  pupil,  and  will  be  $290.00  for  1955- 
56.  Thirteen  pupils  are  enrolled  in  secondary  schools 
this  year,  with  the  tuition  rate  of  $285.00. 

Mrs.  Amy  Brown,  R.  N.,  continued  her  very  valu- 
able service  and  the  scope  of  her  work  is  shown  by  her 
report  which  appears  elsewhere  under  the  district  re- 
port. 

The  Activity  Program  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Weston  not  only  offers  good,  clean  recreation  for  the 
boys  and  girls,  but  provides  excellent  means  for  the 
development  of  coordination  and  strong,  active  phy- 
siques. It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  this  program  is 
appreciated  by  parents  and  friends  who  have  made  this 
manifest  by  their  support  and  their  frequent  contri- 
butions of  time  and  effort. 
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While  we  are  not  immediately  affected,  I  wish  to 
point  out  that  the  supply  of  trained  teachers  is  criti- 
cal. National  authorities  have  recently  reported  that 
during  the  current  year  the  country  needed  170,000 
new  teachers,  but  only  35,000  graduates  came  out  of 
college  prepared  to  teach.  The  ratio  of  need  and  supply 
in  our  state  is  comparable  to  that  of  the  country  as  a 
whole  and  is,  of  course,  affected  by  it.  Competent  young 
people  about  to  be  graduated  from  high  school  should 
be  encouraged  to  prepare  to  enter  the  field  of  educa- 
tion.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Inspections  were  made  several  times  throughout 
the  year.  The  routine  inspection,  heights  and  weights 
were  done  in  May  and  October. 

Vision  testing  was  finished  in  January.  All  parents 
were  notified  of  any  defects  found. 

Hearing  tests  were  completed  in  March.  Grades 
1-4-7  are  tested  each  school  year.  Any  other  children 
requesting  this  test  or  any  having  previous  hearing 
defects  are  also  tested. 

In  April  and  October  there  was  an  orthopedic 
clinic  held  at  Center  Ossipee  where  the  children  with 
severe  flat  feet  and  defective  backs  were  given  free 
treatment  and  advice.  In  June  and  December  a  treat- 
ment center  was  held  to  check  if  the  children  remem- 
bered and  were  doing  the  exercises  prescribed  by  the 
doctor. 

There  were  fourteen  children  receiving  the  T.  B. 
patch  tests  in  March. 

On  May  19th  a  dental  clinic  was  held  in  Freedom 
with  Dr.  Furfey  of  Wolfeboro  in  attendance.  The  most 
necessary  extractions  were  made,  which  should  help 
the  parents  to  get  their  children's  teeth  in  better  shape. 

Physical  examinations  were  done  in  November 
by  Dr.  Dube.  Forty  children  were  examined. 

I  cover  the  towns  of  Holderness,  Moultonboro,  Cen- 
ter Harbor,  Sandwich,  Freedom,  Effingham  and  Madi- 
son. Out  of  this  small  section  there  are  four  known 
children  suffering  from  epilepsy.  The  Library  at  Cen- 
ter Harbor  has  been  kind  enough  to  purchase  the  book 
"Science  and  Seizures"  by  Wm.  G.  Lennox,  M.  D.,  at  my 
request.  The  State  Library  also  has  this  book,  which 
should  be  of  interest  to  anyone  and  is  highly  recom- 
mended. Please  read  it  and  understand  these  children 
better.
